The report of the Illinois Secretary 


State 
Charities, respecting 
the 


amounts decs 'd necessary to carry on 
.he various State institutions during 
.he coming two years, chows that the 
>olicy of providing liberally for the 
iharitable institutions is not to be de- 
parted from in the future. For many 
years the liberal policy has been the 
•avorite one, and in proportion as it was 
practiced, the institutions of the State 
Nourished and accomplished all the re 
suits expected of them. The State 
Charities of Illinois can compare favor- 
ably with those uct only of any West- 
ern State, but, all things considered, 
with those of any St-ate in the Union. 
There have been complaints in individ- 
ul 
cates, as 
there would 
be any- 


where else, but, on the whole, as little 
cause of dissatisfaction is found in the 
Illinois State institutions ;<s in the aver- 
age of such establishments. 


The various Boards of Management 


will ask that the total appropriation for 
the Southern Insane Asylum,including 
ordinary running expenses and various 
improvements in buildings and grounds, 
shall be §206,700 . that the appropria- 
tion for the Central Insane Asylum 
shall be $228,500, and that for the 
asylum in the northern part of the 
State shall be 8200,380. 
For tha In- 


stitute for the Deaf and Dumb the esti- 
mate for two years is 8209,071, and for 
the Blind Asylum a total of $01,832 
is asked. 
The School for Feeble-mind 


ed can get along with 5214,000 , the 
Eye and Ear Infirmary with 846,000 
and the Reform School with $70,500 
The aggregate of all the appropriation 
excepting that for the Soldiers' Orphans, 
is 81,297,591. 


Isolated cases of mismanagement or 


cruelty in public institutions, have given 
ths people generally a slight prejudice 
against them, as being p aces of penal 
service than otherwise 
In nine cases 


out of ten, however, these acts of bar 
barity towards the helpless inmates 
have been found to be the work of in- 
competent employes, who were hired 
because they could be had at a cheaper 
rate than persons skilled in caring for 
the unfortunates. This difficulty was 
not long since experienced even in Illi- 
nois, in ona cise, but, fortunately, the 
remedy was seen and applied, and DOW 
the schedule of salaries shows that fair 
wages are paid the necessary attendants, 
and, consequently, competent men and 
women are, or may be employed.

OMAHA, December 2.—Gov. Garber has 


issued a call to the members of the last 
legislature for an extra session of the leg- 
islature at Lincoln, t» meet December 5, 
for the purpose of canvassing the Electoral 
vote. 


The democrats are maneuvering to carry 


the matter to the courts, as the law on the 
subject previous to the adoption of the new 
State Constitution and that of the new 
Constitution diffttr very materially. 
The 


former provides that tbe Executive officers 
•f the state shall count the vote of the lat- 
ter in the same manner as that for con 
greiimen by the legislature. Great activ 
ity exhibited among leading politicians oi 
both parties. 


The democratic electors, to-day, pre- 


sented a petition to Judge Savage, of the 
district court, which prays that > perpet- 
ual injunction be granted restraining the 
republican electors from meeting and call- 
ing their voles for President. The peti- 
tion states that Coff, one of the republican 
electors, is ineligible from the fact that he 
is a disbursing officer of the United States 
in the construction of tne post office at 
Lincoln, alleges that the governor, secre- 
tary of state aad attorney general conspired 
to evade and defeat the laws of the state, 
and iiaued or caused to be issued by coun- 
ty clerks envelopes with the address of the 
secretary of state thereon, to transmit 
therein to him statements *s to the num- 
ber of votes cast, also, alleges that the 
governor, to carry out said fraudulent de- 
sign, etc., notified said defendants (Repub- 
lican Electors) that they were elected, and 
and that he has certified to their election. 


The court ordered a hearing of the case 


on Monday, December 4, at 4 p. m. 


It is thought that a quorum will not an- 


iwer the governor's call for a special ses- 
sion of the legislature. Many of the sena- 
tors are absent, and others cau not be 
reached in time. It is claimed that the 
democrats will not all stay away. Ths 
senate is composed of twenty republicans, 
eight democrats and two independents. 


Excitement is becoming great over this 


matter. 


Si Louis, Dec. 3.—Ex-Senatore Carl 


Schurzand John B. Henderson, and other 
prominent men of this city,have forwarded 
a letter to the president of the United States 
senate, relative to the counting of the elec- 
toral vote, with a request that he lay it be- 
fore the senate. 
They say the present 


condition of the country calls for some ac- 
tion which shall settle the political dis- 
quietude. The clause in the constitution 
respecting the canvassing of the electoral 
vote is quoted and pronounced indefinite 
and liable to diverse construction.
